EDITORIAL 


IS THE MINISTRY A PASTIME? 

















We have in one or two recent utterances spoken of 
the new tendency that seems to be growing, which is 
taking some of the ministers among the Disciples, as 

| 


elsewhere, from their work and turning them to secu 


lar callings. We have endeavored to point out what 


seems to be the danger from the standpoint of an eager 


desire to embark in callings which promise to yield 
readier and more ample financial returns for time 
spent. We have also noted the danger to investors 


who take stock in companies likely to be promoted or 
represented by men whose business experience is but 
limited at best, and who, therefore, cannot bring to the 
questions involved a ripeness of judgment which would 
enable them to wisely advise people with small amounts 
of money which they wish to invest. The instances 
are too numerous to need amplification which advise 
us of the danger incurred in trusting one’s savings to 
any enterprise which is not first thoroughly investi- 
gated by a competent business man. [ven so, the mar 
gin of risk is exceedingly great, for even conservative 
business men are being drawn into hair-brained specu- 
lations at the present moment which are certain to 
issue in disaster. 

But there is another phase of the question which 
presents itself that deserves equally serious consider-

should continue to serve in that capacity. man 
life work; but if he has made a wrong choice and lat- 
er finds it out, he ought to lose no time in ridding the 
ministerial ranks of a superfluous or incompetent mem 
ber 

On the other hand arises at once the question as to 
the responsibility of a man who has once devoted him 
self to the Lord’s work in the high and special calling 
of a minister of the Word, and who then, dissatisfied 
at its financial rewards, turns aside to undertake some 
secular business with ampler promise of financial suc 
cess. We believe that the ministry is too sacred a call 
ing to be trifled with in this manner, and that no man 
pursues this course without paying the price of his 
conduct, not only in the changed judgment of his 
brethren regarding him, but also in his own lowered 
self-respect. What must be that sentiment which leads 
a man to deliberately forsake that most glorious work 
given to human hands at the very moment when the 
church is needing strong and consecrated preachers as 
never before? 

At bottom the trouble lies in a restlessness of dis- 
position which renders a man dissatisfied with the lim- 
ited financial rewards of the ministerial life and an 
easy victim to the temptation that he ought to seize 
the advantages of the present hour for such specula- 
tion or business activity as promises him ampler re- 


turns. The air is full of the fever germs of money- 


to be 
learned with greater care than those whicl Savior 
learned with greater care than those which our Savior 


loving and money-getting. No lessons need 
impressed upon the minds of the disciples regarding 
humility and the proper assessment to be placed upon 
matters of the worldly life as compared with those of 
the Kingdom. We believe that there needs to be a 
new crusade in behalf of the virtues of patience, hu- 
mility and poverty; virtues which the Roman Church 
has always emphasized, but which Protestantism has 
been steadily striving to forget. We do not believe 
that a new order of St. Francis is needed, but the qual 
ities which it prized and exemplified, obedience, chas- 
tity and poverty, need to receive a fresh incarnation 
in the life of the church. 
A kindly voice falls on my heavy ear;

the religious assemblies at the summer Chautauquas 
lor several vears he has been head of the teaching 
force at Lake Winona. His paper dealt with the 
change of vears resulting from modern scientific in 
vestigations and pleaded for such recognition of the 
Bible’s real value as would relieve it from the bur 
den of the old Apologetic which demand for it an 
accuracy of historical and scientific statement which 
it nowhere claimed and could not properly meet \ 
truer Apologetic will place an emphasis which acts 
on the moral and spiritual values of the Word of 
God and will put into the hands of the church a 
weapon from which the blunting rags of speculation 
have been shorn away 

Che second speaker was l’rofessor Milton S. Terry 
of Garrett Biblical Institute at Evanston who spoke 
on the need of the new Apologetic from the point of 
view of Biblical criticism \fter pointing out the 
limits of the field, he went on to show by examples 
the purpose and value of criticism as related to the 
work of the teacher and preacher and the impossibil- 
ity of maintaining views of the Bible at variance with 


the indications which it plainly reveals as to its own 


structure and purpose. Biblical criticism, he affirmed 
is simply the art of finding out what the Bible has to 
say for itself when reviewed from the standpoint of 
careful study. 

Rev. W. P. Merrill of the Sixth 
Church of Chicago followed with a most interesting 


Presbyterian 


and vital discussion on the new Apologetic from the 
standpoint of the pastor. He pointed out that the 
church was standing in great need of a new and vital 
izing force within and which is recognized by its best 
friends and most earnest workers. The variety of 
answers to the question “What is Salvation?” would 
be enough to convince any thoughtful person that 
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the church is in need of a new statement of truth tha 
back of all creeds and the definitions indeed back of 
the texts which it familiarly quotes to defend its po 
sitions there lies a certain indefiniteness regarding 
the essentials of religious life and that this indefinite- 
ness is apparent to the outside man It is time that 
the teachings of the church became vital and was 
exemplified fully and consistently in its behavior 
Professor W. Douglas McKenzie, who was the 
first on the list of speakers, arrived somewhat late 
His theme was the new Apologetic 
In a rapid and in- 


and spoke last. 
from the standpoint of philosophy 
teresting manner he touched upon recent movements 
in the realm of philosophy and theology, sketching 
slightly the values of Ritschlianism in Germany and 
[dealistic School in .\merica. It was apparent that he 
thought that philosophical movements of the last cen 
tury had cleared the way for a fresh statement of 
things from the philosophical point of view which had 
not, however, been made 

Chis note of expectancy was characteristic of all 
the addresses of the morning. It is in some regards a 
matter of hesitation but not of doubt. The open- 
minded and active preacher has an opportunity and an 
audience never given to former generations. The gos- 
pel only needs to be understood and interpreted to re- 
veal itself as the power of God and the wisdom of God 
It is the danger of the church that those who are 
most confident seem least competent and the demand 
for a leadership was never greater than it is at this 
moment. 

[he audience was fully alert to the importance and 
value of the discussion throughout the entire session 
as was shown not only by frequent applause, but by 
the earnest discussion which followed in the confer- 
ence and during the luncheon enjoyed at the Quad- 
rangle Club. One great value of the session was the 
mingling of denominational interests or perhaps one 
might say their obliteration in the larger unity of the 
faith. Such gatherings cannot fail to cement more 
closely the different groups of those who have obtained 
the same precious faith and who confess their fellow- 
ship with the same Master.

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GLANCE AT THE GLOBE. 
The Irrigation Bill. 


[he irrigation bill passed by the house of representa- 


tives has been the cause of a long struggle between 
its advocates and opponents. Its passage will doubt- 
less be exceedingly fruitful for the West, where most 
of the irrigation is carried on to-day, and may prove 
one of the greatest bonanzas that section has had 
Much dissatisfaction and conflict have come about 
from the fact of the streams of any considerable ac 
count running through more than one state or terri- 
tory. In some instances the whole supply has been 
entirely used within the borders of one state, or even 


a more limited space, thus leaving no water for those 
living farther down the valley. The tendency, too, 
is for the control of the whole supply to get into the 
power of a few, whose monopoly becomes more perni- 
cious than that over nearly any other natural com- 
modity. If the government shall now assume control 
it will permit of an equitable division of the supply, 
a more economical usage of it and a freedom from the 
monopolist. This will admit of a more thorough irri- 
gation of the lands already watered and make its ex- 
tension to many other arid regions possible. 


Illinois Democratic Convention. 

Last week was held the state convention of Illinois 
Democrats at Springfield. A ticket was nominated, 
but interest seemed to be centered less in that than 
in the struggle between two personal factions repre- 
sented by Mayor Harrison of Chicago on one side and 
ex-Mayor Hopkins of the same city on the other. 
During the early hours of the convention these two 
leaders met by accident in the hall, at which time a 
war of accusations ensued, from which they were 
quickly withdrawn by the friends of both men when 
the altercation had assumed a very serious aspect. All 
through the convention proceedings the fight was rife, 
and the friends of both leaders gave themselves to it 
with zest. That which the Harrison faction sought 
chiefly to accomplish was the exclusion of Hopkins 
from the new state central committee. A partial suc- 
cess was gained in keeping his district delegation from 
putting him in as their representative, but when it 
came to electing delegates at large and all votes had 
been counted Hopkins had won by 728% to 523%. 
That which was more significant for getting a line on 
the party’s course than anything else was the failure 
to reaffirm the Kansas City platform, and the neglect 
of the issue and the man dominant during the last 
two presidential campaigns. The platform adopted 
touches briefly on trusts, tariff, the Philippines, civil 
service, anarchy, etc. 





The Approaching Coronation. 

The long series of pre-coronation festivities are 
drawing to a close this week with the well-heralded 
coronation of the king. Many from all the various 
nations are assembled in England’s capital to attend 
the coronation exercises. Doubtless June 26 will wit- 
ness the most gorgeous pageant that the world has 
seen. Kings are not crowned every day, and so many 
years have elapsed since England has crowned a royal 
personage that she is in fit temper for a most elab- 
orate display. From the royalty down to the most 
humble of the subjects there is the keenest of interest 
in the approaching event. From London as a center 
out to every village and hamlet there are arrange- 
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ments made for processions, patriotic meetings and en- 
tertainments on the holiday afforded. Chief interest, 
of course, centers in London, where everything seems 
to have undergone a complete transformation. The 
buildings, dark and grimy with age and smoke, have 
become white with paint and scrub brush, and every- 
All about West 
minster Abbey are erected tiers of temporary seats 
while within preparations are being made for seating 
the 8,000 who were fortunate enough to secure invi- 
tations. The only incident so far to mar the proceed 


ngs is the indisposition of the king from damy 
weather. He is, under care and treatment, improving 
and it is not thought the illness will be more serious 
than to compel him to leave off attending several of 
the pre-coronation functions 


where, is an appearance of newness. 


Cuban Reciprocity. 


[he seeming disposition in Congress to dally with 
the Cuban reciprocity question until adjournment 
would cut out any chance for action has caused Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to send to Congress a brief but ex- 
ceedingly vigorous message representing his desires 
with reference to the question. He inveighs against 
the apparent trifling and disgraceful delays and brave- 
ly urges them to do their duty and save the good name 
of the United States. With earnest brevity he cites 
our commendable attitude hitherto in sacrificing life 
and money for the Cuban’s liberty and now asks that 
we shall continue in the same spirit and policy in our 
commercial relations with him. His closing words are 
refreshingly sympathetic in view of our ofttimes heart- 
lessly commercial projects, and are worthy of reading 
and rereading: 

“We are a wealthy and powerful nation; Cuba is a 
young republic, still weak, who owes to us her birth, 
whose whole future, whose very life, must depend on 
our attitude toward her. I ask that we help her as 
she struggles upward along the painful and difficult 
road of self-governing independence. I ask this aid 
for her because she is weak, because she needs it, be- 
cause we have already aided her. I ask that open- 
handed help of a kind which a self-respecting people 
can accept, be given to Cuba, for the very reason that 
we have given her such help in the past. Our soldiers 
fought to give her freedom, and for three years our 
representatives, civil and military, have toiled un- 
ceasingly, facing disease of a peculiarly sinister and 
fatal type with patient and uncomplaining fortitude, 
to teach her how to use aright her new freedom. 
Never in history has any alien country been thus ad- 
ministered, with such high integrity of purpose, such 
wise judgment and such a single-handed devotion to 
the country’s interests. Now I ask that the Cubans 
be given all possible chance to use to the best ad- 
vantage the freedom of which Americans have such 
right to be proud and for which so many American 
lives have been sacrificed.”

Co know the attitude of our Savior toward Christian 
Union, read that prayer of infinite tenderness in John 
XVII. The shadows were deepening round his heart ; 
the cross was just ahead and he pours out his peti- 
tion with an earnestness which would not be denied, 
“Holy Father, keep them in thy name which thou hast 
given me, that they may be one, even as_ we _ are. 
Neither for these only do I pray, but for them also that 
believe on me through their words; that they may all 
be one; even as thou Father art in me and [ in thee, 
that they also may be one in us; that the world may be- 
lieve that thou didst send me.”” “And the glory which 
thou hast given me I have given unto them: That 
they may be one, even as we are one. [| in them and 
thou in me that they may be perfected into one; that 
the world may know that thou didst send me, and 
lovedest them as thou !ovest me.’ Malancthon just be- 
fore his passing said, “No more noble, no more holy, 
no more salutary, no more lofty voice has ever been 
heard in heaven or earth than this very prayer of the 
Son of God.”

ATTITUDE OF THE APOSTLES 


Che trial and crisis came. A contention began in 
the church by those who would have the gospel Juda- 
zed. They insisted that Gentile converts should keep 
the law of Moses. Peter saw a vision which forbade 
him to call any man common or unclean and what was 
[ that | could withstand God. So Cornelius came into 
the heavenly fellowship and the saints at Jerusalem 
rejoiced, but when Antioch came into the fold, the 
fight was on, and intense prejudice sought to convert 
the Christian Church into a Jewish sect. “The truth 
of God was in danger; the hope of the world was be- 


ing darkened It really seemed for the mo- 
ment as if the mighty enthusiasm of Pentecost 
might sink into respectable legalism ; as if Christianity 

ight be strangled in its cradle by the iron hand of 


the law ; as if it might sink into an obscure Jewish sect 
and disappear in the national ruin, instead of br aking 
its fetters, spreading its mighty spiritual pinions and 
claiming the universal heaven as its home.” The prob- 
lem of Christian Union was before the council of 
apostles at Jerusalem in conference over the Antioch 
contention just as it is before the church to-day. \Vould 
the church remain one or will it divide into the Jewish 
Christian Church and the Gentile Church of Christ? 
Thank God “the enclosure of Jewish restriction was 
thrown open and heart met heart and those who were 
once afar off were introduced and welcomed as fellow 
citizens of the saints and of the household of God,” 
Che letter of the apostles to the church at Antioch has 
been called “An Epistle to Restore Peace.” 

The apostles were guided by the infallible wisdom of 
the Holy Spirit. They were all agreed, as we are 
practically to-day, upon the essentials of faith. There 
was no contest over the Messianship of Jesus, Over 
his death for the sins of the world, his burial or his 
ressurrection, or his supreme authority. No discus- 
sion over the terms of admission to the kingdom of 
heaven. These questions were all settled in the com- 
mission of the Lord and by the explicit teachings of 
the Holy Spirit. The conflict was with regard to 
something in addition which was brought in as a test 
of fellowship. It was not urged that men have so 
many different views, that it would be wise to divide s 
that the narrowness of converted Jews might find ex- 
pression in the creed of one party, and that which 
might consider itself an enlightened and liberal phil- 
osophy in the creed of another party. 

Put the arguments urged now in behalf of sectarian- 
ism into the mouth of an apostle in that council con- 
cerning Christian union at Jerusalem and you have 
reduced the proudest defence of division to an absurd- 
ity. Hear the conclusion of the whole matter: “The 
apostles and elders tinto the brethren which are of the 
Gentiles in Antioch and Syria and Celitia, greeting. 
For as much as we have heard that certain which went 
out from us have troubled you with words subverting 
your souls.” (This insistence upon matters of mere 
opinion as tests of fellowship is not a trivial mistake. 
It subverts the soul of the man who is made its vic- 
tim.) “To whom we gave no such commandment.” 
(Not the last of the race who have gone beyond apos- 
tolic commandment.) “It having seemed good unto 
us, having come to our accord,” or having preserved 
our Christian union, for “it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost and to us to lay upon you no greater burden 
than these necessary things; that ye abstain from 
things sacrificed to idols and from things strangled, 
and from fornication; from which, if ye keep your- 
selves it shall be well with you. Fare ye well.” In 
the council James quoted the prophet. “And to this 
agree the words of the prophets as it is written after 
this. I will return and will build again the tabernacle 
of David which is fallen down; and I will build again 
the ruins thereof, and I will set it up again; that the 
residue of men might seek after the Lord and all the 
Gentiles on whom thy name is called, saith the Lord 
who doeth all these things. Known unto God are all 
his works from the beginning of the world.” As if he 
said the admission of the Gentiles may have outrun our 
expectation and taken us by surprise; but it was a part 
of the divine plan. “Wherefore my sentence is that 
we trouble them not.” But that we write them to the 
effect that as we yield our prejudices about circumci- 
sion that they be kindly admonished to abstain not 
only from things essentially and eternally wrong, but 
from things strangled and from blood that the con- 
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science of the pious Jew be not wounded. The first

We find so many scattered Disciples without any 


church home, that it is difficult to estimate their num 
ber. They are homeless, too, because they want t 
be, not because they have to be In the meeting at 
Kankakee, Lll., last month, we found fifty who claim 


to be members of the Church of Christ, without letters 
and none of them seemed to want a letter, and none of 
them seemed to want to unite with the church there, 
and yet they have a good little church, doing their best 
to advance the interests of primitive Christianity. W<« 
could not persuade them to come into the church 
Each of them had their excuse for not uniting with 


the church (and all excuses are lies). There was not 
a good reason given by one soul, for not doing their 
duty. They do not attend the services of the church, 


or help to support it in a financial way. Simply neg- 
lecting their Christian duty. 

The last night of the meeting there, the presiding 
elder of the M. E. Church was present, and assisted in 
the services, and I asked him if the Methodists had 
trouble along that line, and he told me that the town 
was full of such, that they could not get them into 
line at all. 

[ am now in Canton, Ohio, where we have had a 
church for the past sixty years, and I am told that 
there are one hundred Disciples in this city who are 
not in fellowship with the church. 

Brother \l. L. Streator, who was in the work for 
several vears in the West, said that the greatest ob- 
stacle in the way of success in the West was the indif- 
ference of eastern Disciples. There are thousands in 
the West that have left their religion behind them 
when they left their eastern homes. Several years ago 
when holding a meeting in Huron, Dakota, | found a 
large number who had been members of the church 
in Indiana, and were prominent persons in the city, 
who would not unite with the church. I have found 
hem everywhere. In my work I have found Ohio, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Kentucky, and Michigan 


Disciples the best to help carry the work along in new 
places. Indiana and Illinois Disciples the ones most 
difficult to get into line. 

Why is this? I will try and give a few reasons, 


Preachers fail to impress the mem- 
hers with their duty in this matter. How few preach- 
ers tell their people to not go away without letting 
them know where they are going and when, so that he

I believe it is the rule where 
a member of the church moves from one place to an- 
other and refuses to put in their membership where 
they go, that they do not take any one of our good 
church papers and are not posted on their duty. 1 
do wish that all of our churches in the United States 
could understand what is lost to the cause of primi 
tive Christianity by not getting the people to read and 
be come interested in the literature of the church 
[here are hundreds of members in the church, who 
know nothing about the church and her work, be 
cause they will not keep posted, by taking a good 
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church paper. We must get aroused on this matter of 
circulating our best papers and try our best to have a 
paper put in each home. If that was done thousands 
would be saved, who are being lost without it. It is 
so difficult to get people to see that when they get a 
good religious paper in a home that they are doing 
work for the Lord, and the salvation of men 
3. The way letters are given, when any asked for, 
When the church learns that any one of 
the members have moved away, instead of giving the 
letter to the member to carry in his pocket, or: put 
down in his trunk, let the elders see to it that a letter, 
suitable to the person’s life and conduct, be written and

sent to the church nearest to the person going away 
from them, and let that church look them up and in 
form them that they have their letter and that they 
are members of that congregation. If that rule was 
followed, it seems to me many souls could be saved. 
Every member of the Church of Christ should be 
recognized as a member of the church nearest where 
they live, unless there is some good reason for them 
not being members of that church nearest them. When 
people understand that they are not their own, and 
that they are not to please themselves, but do what 
God requires them to do, there will be less trouble in 
those matters. 

4. In writing a letter about a brother or sister state 
something about their talents so the church to where 
they are going may know how to use them to the best 
advantage. Some good workers are lost because they 
are not put to work in their new home, and people 
who are willing to work but somewhat backward, will 
never feel at home in a new place until they get to 
work for the Lord. A person must work to live and 
should live to work for the Lord. 

It may not be out of place to state some of the ex- 
cuses given to me for not uniting with the church. 

1. “When we came here we did not know how 
long we were going to stay and we never sent for our 
letters.’ Now if the rule I suggest was followed that 
would put an end to that excuse. 

2. “I have thought I ought to send for my letter 
and put it in the church, but just neglected it, and it 
has been so long since I came away that I hate to send 
for it now.” The way I suggest would settle that 


excuse. 
3. “There was so much trouble in the church where 
[ came from that I did not care to ask them for a let- 
ter.” 
4. “My work is such that I cannot attend regularly 
if I put my membership in, hence I have thought it 
was not worth while to bother about it.” 


5. “I worked so hard in the church that I came 
from | thought I could get a good rest now.” 
6. “We have so far to go to the church and so 


many children to get ready that we can’t attend as 
we should.” 

7. “Everybody seems to be so strange and peculiar 
that I did not care to put in my membership in this 
church.” 

8. “They are not sociable here like they are in my 
1d home church and I just thought I would leave my 
membership in that old church, where my father and 
mother belongs, and where I made the ‘good confes- 
sion’ and was baptized.” 

9. “I do not like the preacher as well as the one 
who baptized me. If I could belong where he preached 
[ would unite immediately.” 

I think the suggestion I make about the church send- 
ing letters to other churches would settle all of that 
trouble.

OUR YOUNG PEOPLE AND THE CHURCH 
WORK. 


[t is generally conceded by those best informed that 
there is a lack of enthusiasm, and a general lull in the 
church work and that it is largely among the young 
people The Endeavor is dying out, and the Sunday 
school affords but little or no attraction for the young 
men and women; therefore pastors and S. S. workers 
are asking, ‘““How do vou interest the young people in 
the church work ?” \What methods do you use, and 
with what success 
Chis is difficult to answer, for different methods have 
been inaugurated in the hope of solving this perplex- 
have met with 


ing question, and while each of them hi 
more or less success, yet not one of them has come any- 
thing near meeting the requirements 

at a properly conducted Sunday school or 
Y. P. S. C. E. can still create some enthusiasm, yet 


the general demand seems to be for more amusem« 


or entertainment ; then the socials, bazars, literary pr 
grams, etc., were tried, each accomplishing what good 
il thers 


it could, but interest in these has lessened unt 
seems to be a wing tendency towards cards, danc 
ing arid theater-going. And not a few of our well 
meaning church workers are ready to wink at it and 
say, “| know some do not like these, and it is a ques 
tion whether they are right or wrong, but if they will 
keep the young people interested in the church work, 
let them have them; for my part, really, I fail to se 
any harm in them.” 

It is not necessary that I take the time or space t 
discuss the evil tendency of such indulgences, yet | 
am certain that all of us can call to mind instances 
from which harm has resulted. Even if it were not so, 
do you think it is the best way to keep the young 
people interested in the church work by encouraging 
them in card playing, stepping to music or seeing 
drunkenness, passion, robbery and murder portrayed 
upon the stage? Do you think these will increase their 
religious zeal for the church 

If it is for entertainment that people go to church, 
I would suggest that they go to the opera house, where 
they can be entertained. People are supposed to go to 
church to worship, and not for entertainment alone. 
Otherwise they would better stay away. Entertain- 
ment is what the world seeks, I am talking to Chris- 
tians. 

Ought there not to be a line so definitely drawn be- 
tween the church and the world that any one can eas- 
ily see where the one quits and the other begins? If 
the people in the church do the same things that those 


ut of the church do where are you going to draw the 


line? The fault may not all be in the voung people. [ 
believe much of it is due to the lack of discipline in 
the church; and those in authority, who ought to teach 
the young and set an example before them, are simply 
sticks, or figure-heads, and the Lord's work sutfers 
many times is disgraced.

A slight difference, | should 
udge. They were doing what the apostles taught, and 
assisting one another, remembering the Lord’s death 
and suffering for their sins and were constantly 1 
communion with God in prayer. They had come out 
from the world and were separate, and the world 
recognized it and they were “having great favor 
with all the people.” The people were respecting them 
because they were living up to what they professed. 
That is the reason that the churches do not have the 
favor of the people to-day. They do not live up to 
their profession and the world scorns the hypocrite. 
Che world knows what true Christianity is and what a 
Christian should be and how he should live. If he does 
just like those out of the church do, what influence can 
ie exert over the outsider to induce him to become a 
Christian? The sinner knows that it is wrong to 
dance and play cards, and when he sees the Christian 
doing those things he simply mocks Christianity when 
asked to reform by saying, “If there were anything 
in your religion, you ought to exemplify it, you do 
not, and therefore I am convinced that it is a farce.” 
The way to interest the young people in the church 
work is not by teaching them to step to music, or 
throw cards, but more service for Christ, more conse- 
cration. Give them a part in the church work, occupy 
their time in service, not in idleness or amusement, but 
in doing something to benefit or save others. Try the 
method of the first church, “Continuing in the apos- 
tles’ doctrine, in fellowship, in breaking bread and 
in prayer.” You cannot improve upon it, if you want 
the young to become devout men and women, and 
the church to get nearer to Christ. Service for Christ 
fills their minds with elevating thoughts, and of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh. Dancing 
and cards lead in the opposite direction. If you want 
your children to be worldly minded teach them to 
dance. “There is a way which seemeth right unto a 
man, but the end thereof is the ways of Death.” Prov. 
14:12.

An article in the Saturday 
Evening Post for June 14 on “Money-Mad Manhat- 
tan” gives a picture of the prevailing spirit of specula- 
tion, of money-getting and money-squandering in the 
great commercial metropolis \nd what is true of 
New York city is true, in a degree, of every large 
citv and of every country hamlet. 


THE SPIRIT OF SPECULATION 


\ll classes seem to be more 
or less affected by it. Preachers have gone into the 
“promoting” business. I have been surprised and not 
a little put out at receiving circulars and letters from 
some prominent brethren who have become so infect- 
ed with the speculation virus as to lend their names 
and influence to various oil and mining development 
schemes. Our religious papers are, unfortunately, also 
being used by various “promoters” to increase this 
mania for getting rich quick. Perhaps some will “get 
rich”; but it will be chiefly at the expense of many 
others who will be the poorer, if not wiser, for their 
experience. 

It is the duty of the pulpit and of the religious press 
to call a halt to this spirit of speculation. The things 
of the kingdom of heaven are being neglected because 
of the all-absorbing ambitions of the people, of all 
classes and conditions, in the desperate struggle to

get rich suddenly. 
“GET RICH QUICK” 

does not come under the condemnation of the Master's 
teaching about being anxious wherewithal we shall be 
clothed or what we shall eat, it would be difficult to 
find a modern condition to which his words might ap- 
ply. Perhaps, however, the anxiety to get rich is no 
greater to-day than it was in the Lord’s own time and 
in his own land and among his own people. And may 
it not be possible that this is one reason why they 
rejected him? What so blinds the eyes to spiritual 
things as the passion to get rich? If you seek the 
real reason why men do not go to church to-day you 
will find it right here. The money question is the 
leading one with vast numbers. They are so anxious 
to “get on” and to get rich that they have no time 
and no considerate thought for the spiritual things 
and eternal. All other reasons are simply side issues. 
The strife of this world is still between God and 
Mammon. The Master knew the secrets of men’s 
souls when he put it thus: “No man can serve God 
and Mammon.” And so the problem stands to-day. 
There are sociological and ethical questions; but with 
the large body of men these are of small concern. 
Che practical problem to-day is this world or the king- 
dom of God and his righteousness—

It is to the God of our 
fathers that we turn in every time of need. The great 
material prosperity which we have as a reward fot 
our toil will not save us from weariness with life 
if we forget our dependence on God. Geo. A. Smith 
says: “Woe to the people whose attachment to their 
land is based upon its mi iterial advantages, who have 
lost their sense for those spiritual presences, from an 
apprec iation of which springs all true love of country, 
with w varrior s courage 1n her « lefense and st itesman’s 
faith in her destiny lhe greatest calamity which can 
befall any people is to forfeit their enthusiasm for 
the soil, on which their history has been achieved and 
their hearths and altars lie, by suffering their faith 
in the presence of God, of which these are but tokens, 
to pass away.” If our material advantages cause us to 
forget God we might well pray to have our riches 
diminished. 

The great statesman is he who believes that the 
Lord reigneth and is able with calmness and sagacity 
to give the people a sense of the divine presence. 
Isaiah was such a statesman. The king and the people 
of Judah were panic-stricken. Stronger armies than 
Judah’s were coming to the gates of Jerusalem. The 
king, disregarding the counsel of Isaiah, sought help 
from the wrong source. He was not able to see that 
brute force could be overcome except by brute force. 
Isaiah pointed out the larger plans of God and told 
\haz to wait for their consummation. Ahaz had not 
the faith to do it. He resorted to expediency and so 
prepared future woe for his country. Again, when 
Hezekiah and all Jerusalem were put to hopeless con- 
fusion by the presence of an Assyrian army in Judah 
and the boastful, arrogant demand for the city’s sur- 
render, there was one man who never doubted the 
deliverance of the city. That man was Isaiah. He 
knew God. The others did not. 

The writer quoted above has this to say concern- 
ing Charles George Gordon: “One of the finest mod- 
ern illustrations of the connection between faith and 
common sense is found in the Letters of General Gor- 
don to His Sister. Gordon’s coolness in the face of 
the slave trade, the just survey he makes of it and the 
sensible advice which he gives about meeting it stand 
well in contrast to the haste and rash proposals of 
philanthropists at home, and are evidently due to his 
conviction that the slave trade, like everything else 
in the world, is in the hands of God, and so may be 
calmly studied and wisely checkmated. Gordon’s let- 
ters make very clear how much of his shrewdness in 
dealing with men was due to the same source 

In a country like America, whose people have so 
much to say as to the management of public business, 
it is essential that all have faith in God. It is not 
enough that our leaders be men of faith. With very 
few exceptions they have believed that God reigns. 
And they have been followed by a believing people. 
Our highest patriotic duty is to increase the nation’s 
confidence in God. We shall do this best by making 
known what God is in character, without neglecting 
the revelations which God has made of himself in 
other ways. We shall best serve our fellow citizens 
when we cause them to know God as he has made 
himself known in Jesus Christ, our Lord. In propor- 
tion to the nation’s confidence in God will be its pros- 
perity.

BIBLE BRIEFS. 


Concise Statements Regarding the Origin, 
Structure, History, Character and Teach- 
ings of the Hoiy Scripture. 








HERBERT L. WILLETT. 


These paragraphs are intended to serve as helps to am out 
line knowledge of the Bible where a more extended study is 
lacking or a brief review is desired. Thus used, they 
be admirably adapted to Sunday school reviews, prayer meet- 
ings and preaching services, the leader asking the questions, 
and the company present responding with the answer. In this 
manner a few questions at each meeting, or evem one, m 
cases of the longer ones, will afford profitable material for 
a series of biblical preludes or reviews. The ground covered 
at the previous meeting should be reviewed before the advance 
topics are considered. 


BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 

2. IWhat is biblical criticism? 

It is the name applied to that method of biblical 
study which seeks to discover the literary character of 
the Holy Scriptures, the manner of their origin and 
preservation, and as far as possible the writers and 
times from which they came. 

43. What are the divisions of biblical criticism? 

Biblical criticism is divided into two departments 

textural criticism, usually called lower criticism, and 
literary criticism, usually called higher criticism. 

44. IVhat is the purpose of lower criticism? 

It is the purpose of lower criticism to discover, as 
far as possible, the correct text of the Scriptures by 
careful comparison of all available manuscripts and 
versions, in order that the Hebrew text of the Old 
Testament, the Greek text of the New Testament and 
all translations made from them may be freed as 
far as possible from such errors as are due to imper- 
fect methods of copying and from additional glosses. 

45. What is the purpose of higher criticism? 

It is the purpose of higher criticism to determine, 
from a careful study of the biblical writings, their 
dates, authorship, credibility, historicity and gen- 
uineness. These books come to us accompanied by 
many traditions of the Jewish and early Christian 
churches. Such traditions require careful investiga- 
tion in the light of testimony which the Scriptures 
abundantly furnish. Criticism is the process of find- 
ing out what the Bible has to say of itself, not alone 
in incidental allusions to books and authors, but in 
its structure, style, modes of thought and historical 
references. 

40. What are the good results of biblical criticism? 

The vindication of the Bible as capable of under- 
going the most rigid investigation of its claims without 
fear of the slightest injury; the removal of foreign 
elements which were no part of the original Scriptures, 
and of theories which will not abide the test of care- 
ful scrutiny; the fresh discovery of the unshaken 
foundations of Christian faith and the refutation of 
infidelity upon its own ground,
